To this eo& the group produces BussiM-languege propaganda materials 
and distributes then to deviate by Mil, by radio, and in personal 
contact with Soviet# travelling abroad, ttithin the last fmr years the 
group has alas bean trying to prepare travellers to the Servlet 
ttoion with facts and figures of interest to Soviets. 



A secondary objective of the project is to take advantage of the 
experience, cover, and geographical location of individual ambers 
of the organisation to father other iflfflABK objective# . Although 
very little progress has been mads toward this objective during 
the past year, the possibility still mists that AJBVTRGIL 1 
representative# sent by tbs group*# Munich Headquarters to other 
locales can be used to greater advantage by local KVB&SBZ officer# 
to support unilateral KOSMK operations. At the present time the 
only place where this concept has proven itself is Madrid. There

The primacy reams for this lack of success is the difficulty of 
finding suitable per ma ne nt ASTIRGIL 1 representatives for these 
areas, representatives who can organise and control a tightly -knit 
local ASTEBOIL 1 group end at the asms time work, with ant far the Km&SL 
earn officer.

AEVH&IL for membership in order to continue their efforts In the anti -Soviet 
cause. AfiVTRGIL 1 has already received eons contact reports free this grw®. 
She Australian CJhapter consists of a grou p of previously uaamiiated 

emigres who have agreed to sail ABVISGIL X literature to Iter Eastern 
points in the Soviet mien. So far, so report s on these sailing operations 
have been reoeived.

Bering Fiscal pear 1961, Project ASVUWIL produced only three disseainable 
reports, a drastic reduction coopered with the fifty-els dissemination* 
of 1% i960. Previously^ the ASrnPQXX. intelligence paroduetioa came exclusively 
fro* the Uftens^iite-eolleetiw affine in Berlin which attracted East 
German visitors by leaflets balleaaed lata lest Oerseny. After the cessation 
of ballocaiag In March i960, the office sad* no nee contacts and gradually 
lost Its old ones. Finally, at the end of the fiscal pear, eves before 
the emotion of the sell, these we no la a ger any Justification for the 
Berlin KXfTUBB office. Bering the satire year it had produced only one report. 

Saw tea other dieeeaiaatioee ease* free contact report s submit ted by 
AS7ISSXL 1 Members Meeting with Soviets travelling in the Best* Ifitlle a 
gmag p i of bo diassMinehle reports is hardly resorbable, it is worth 
notin g that IS 1961 ie the first year that any fllaeanlnaTil n l afoa n aa tioa 
at all owe from AEVUton. l’e routine contest operations* 

As st a ti oned in the pr eced i n g renewal, ARVXRGXL l's greateet potential 
for the K OMSK intelligence co l lection effort say lie in the spotting end 
asseeslag of sources to be exploited by KSBAIBC or by the local li aison 
service in eoerdiissfcia& vith KtfBAJK. This year, for eeeeple, an ASVIRGIL l 
leader introduced hia Munich ease officer to a feaily friend wording ea 
an interpreter for Soviets visiting Milan. the ftmich ease officer then 
introduced the wanes to a Milan ease officer Who can end will take advantage 
of tto toft it a ottoa to i&i&h tbs has oomi* 

Effectiveness 

A year ego it wae envisioned that A8FU»IL 1, is addition to its primary 
propaganda Mission, night develop its intelligence collection potential 
to the point Where it could successfully run legal travel operations into 
the Soviet Obion or provide KUBABK a mcOher of leads and assessments on 
egeat traveller candidates. So this and the Junior case officer in Munich 
initiated a training pr ogram . Experience has shown, however, that the plan 
to develop the l ea ding AEVXRGZL 1 personalities into trained and sophisticated 
operators to establish and direct this intelligence collection mechanism 
was somewhat overly ambitious . A marked improvement in the quality of the 
reporting on contact operations bears testimony to the fact that the people 
benefited tvm the training. But in most oases they were expected to take 
on the new task in addition to their basic propaganda work. Share simply 
was not enough time to accomplish this without seriously hampering the 




priaary <3fej*etive of the project. Sor did any of those braised show 
enough marked, aptitude to warrant the hopes which were eafeor teiood earlier, 
la tbs future «wy effort will be rede to indretris&tc the AEnifilL X 
leaders la sound operational practices so that advantage can be taken of 
PI possibilities ireidantel to AStSasu 1's prlsery mission, but the 
effectiveness of the organisation should be judged only by c ov e rt action 
standards.

however, when the total niEiber of books, brochures and pamphlets produced 
was fifteen, the group this /ear issued twenty -seven separate comparable 
publications . 

e. Propaganda distribution . 

As in If i960, most of the ASPISKi H, 70*s ears distributed overtly 
to ASVXMIL X members, Institutions, arpalw itoai and madia in forty-one 
countries (not including the Soviet tttioa). NBTimXl 7k ess primarily 
distributed among eitlsens and organisations la Oeraany. get its 
literature to Soviets, AXVXRG1L 1 continued to sponsor its sale in the 
local bookstores sad kiosks of Paris, Vienna and Israel; the group's 
taxi-driver contacts in Paris continued to pass tbs material to likely 
fares t contacts in Belgian sad Austria continued to i nsert brochures 
into packing cases destined for the Soviet Union; and AP9XBUIL 1 members 
distributed literature during face-to-face meetings with Soviets at 
every possible opportuni ty* C uring the past year, how e ver , the most 
notable increase of the ASVISGXI. 1 distribution capacity came in the field 
of mailing operations, prom 1 July 1^6© to 30 June 1961, ASTCltSXL 1 
members la Oacmany, Prance, Belgian end the United States mailed a total 
of 10,851 pieces to the USSR and to Soviets stationed abroad. Phase 
pieoes ranged in else from large bocks to leaflets. Stay included mimeo- 
graphed and personal letters. Xtx a ddi ti on, theme are tea instances in 
Which regular continuing correspondence has bean establi s h ed by ABV1P0IL l 
sympathisers in Paris with representatives of tbs Soviet Scientific/Literary 
intelligentsia. 

Two general observations can be made from a review of the AM9WOXL X 
monthly wailing reports for fl 1961. first, at the beginning of the period 
the bulk of the mall was sent to Soviets abroad rather than inside the USSR; 
by June 1961, by far the greater part of the mail was being directed to the 
Soviet Uhion. Secondly, each month of the year shewed an increase in the 
number of pieces mailed. 

d* Contact Operations. 

Although the ASVUKJ3X 1 members have improved considerably on their 
reporting of contact operations with Soviets travelling in the lest, the 
reporting level has not by any means reached the point where one can state 
with any certainty the total number of contacts made during the past year 
or, perhaps more important, make any statistical .Judgements on the types 
of contacts. Nevertheless, In contrast with ft i960, reports submitted 
during IY 1961 do reflect both an attempt on the part of the JUPHR0IL 1 
members to meet as many Soviets as possible and. In some coses, considerable 
success in making significant contacts with these Soviets. Shese reports 
are rarely of intelligence value, but they do show the propaganda effect 
a Russian-speaking emigre can have on a travelling Soviet and provide highly- 
revealing propaganda material and background information on the opinions 
and feelings of Soviet citizens. 
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In general, AEVIf&JIL 1 members during FI 19&1 aet almost all Soviets 
visiting Germany and many tzuvelUng in ITaase, Belgium, Italy (Olympics) 
and Austria. In the latter part of tbs year the new Swedish chapter also 
began to contact Soviet senates cm ships docking at Swedish ports. Hjs 
raajority of these meetings were of short duration and consisted of exchanges 
on the different conditions is the Vfest and the %<»ela&rj a fewer© mm 
meaningful. Below are several examples of the latter category* 

(1) 2* Karoeuburg Austria, ASVIRGIL 1 amber ASVIROIL 32 aet a 
g reap of Soviet sailors frm a ship then do cked at the Danube port. One 
©f the group aide arrangsaaente to meet the ABVIBGIL 1 man alone later. 

Paring the ensuing conversation the Soviet, the party representative on the 
ship, confessed complete disaffection with the regi m and a strong belief 
in Ctod. 9S» Soviet stressed that if he had not had a wife and child at 
home he would certainly have defected. 

(2) to Belgian, AEV1RGI1 1 members mnmxi 11$ and AEVERGXL 113 
act for two days with a Soviet engineer who was visiting Ms daughter and 
Belgian son-in-law. to these two days the Soviet proved Massif an 
outspoken an ti -ce awun 1st and, again, a nan of strong religious beliefs. 

He told the ABTd&IL 1 awabers that Mi listens to tbs Voice of Aserlca, 

Radio Liberty, the BBC and, oc ca s ion ally, to Radio Madrid and gave them 
an anti-eoasauniet pocn with the request that it be broadcast to tbs Soviet 
Obion by a friendly foreign radio station. He volunteered to help the 
group in any way he could upon his return to the Soviet tfcioa and promised 
to c or re s p ond with them. However, danger signals were exchanged and, 
sometime after, were used by the Soviet’s wife in a letter to the West. 

(3) to Paris, AIVIRGIL 1 masher ABVIBGIL 22$ spent five days 
with a Soviet football tees as their interpreter. During this time he 
made no converts to the anti-eongaunist cause, but his account of the period 
shows that this Intelligent, well-educated emigre writer left the young 
Soviets with many new ideas on polities, literature, religion and other 
fields* 

a. PebrlefiogB of Travellere to or Rspatrlates frm the florist Obion. 

Aa mentioned above, last year's hopes of ABVESOXL X's conducting 
sophisticated Informtlon-collection legal travel operations to the Soviet 
Union have not yet materialised . Although the AS9TRSIL 1 members have 
shewn complete willingness to enter Into this field, have compiled a briefing 
guide to be used by their operators, and have even talked to travellers 
before and after trips to the Soviet Union, the information resulting he® 
been extremely interesting from the standpoint of Soviet realities but 
of no Intelligence value. During FI 1961, nine debriefings, some of 
considerable length, were submitted by AEVIRGIL 1 members, a® individuals 
interview^ included Belgian housewives who had travelled to the Soviet 
Union to see their relatives, Israeli repatriates , and westerners who had 



studied in the USSR. Even though these documents fulfilled no requirements 
of the intelligence community, they did provide the AEVIRGIL 1 propagandists 
some greater insight into popular feelings and current conditions in the 
Soviet Union. 

f. Local Activities . 

As during Fi i960, AEVTEKJXL 1 members continued in Yl 1961 to work 
with the local populations "to alert vulnerable free WOrld nations to 
the methods and dangers of Comm unist subversion" . t& Germany they continued 
to publish and distribute AX7IB0H 7b; they conducted sens fifty lectures 
and ssoinAre among (Honan groups] and, in collaboration with a Canaan 
1 after organisation, they gave free showings of twenty-two anti -Soviet films 
during the month of December i960. In franco, they prepared for distribution 
a brochure entitled "T3ae USSR and its Achievements" . Ibis twenty-four 
page pamphlet contained actual Soviet newspaper quotations contradicting 
the exaggerated claims made at the Soviet e xhibi tion in Pads about the 
Soviet standard of living. In Israel, the AEVIRGIL 1 representative 
continued to speak at schools and kibutzes and distribute translated 
AEVIRGIL 1 literature to the local population. In Spain, five AEVIRGIL 1 
articles were published in the Documen tary References of the Evade (felon 
Research Center] one article from mi AEVXRGIL 1 brochure was published 
in the most important Journal of opinion of the Spanish trade unions, 
gstudiosj several AEVIRGIL 1 articles appeared in the newspaper Arriba, 
the organ of the Ealangej and, at the request of the Ministry of t&e Navy, 
the AEVIRGIL 1 brochure, H 5be Soviet Naval Officer", was tran slated into 
Spanish. At the end of the year, five other translated AEVIRGIL 1 pieces 
were awaiting publication. In addition, the material prepared for and 
presented by the trade union, the Sindicatos, at the flrct^Erade (felon 
Congress in Spain consisted of two articles from AEVIRGIL 70 concerning 
taxes in the USSR. 

g. Parget Reaction . 

Although the instances wave necessarily few, some indications of 
AEVIRGIL 1 progress in their propaganda mission were, evidenced during If 1961. 
At least ten Soviets exchanged addresses with AEVIRGIL 1 members during 
their meetings in the W est a nd premised to correspond* Many Soviets 
eomeoted favorably on AEVIRGIL 1 literature . One, a correspondent for 
Literary Gazette visiting Paris, mentioned that be had received AEVIRGIL 75 
l$»t the magazine had been read so much it was falling apart. 

Be added that be would appreciate receiving future Issues. Another, a 
professor at Moscow University, asked one of his students, a French citizen, 
to go to AEVIRGIL 1 upon her return to Paris and request the group to 
send their literature to him. Still another requested a Paris librarian 
for copies of AEVIRGIL 75 . The Soviets who correspond with the AEVIRGIL 1 
members and sympathizers In Paris all request AEVIRGIL 1 and other literature 
as well. Even AEOIDBQU 1, another Russian emigre organization, reported 
that many Soviets were asking for AEVIRGIL 1 literature. Finally, as an 
indication that mail does get through rather than as an example of any 
particular effectiveness of AEVIRGIL 1 literature, there is the letter

MRfeere themselves, we have leemad «f legitimate apHm. efforts to fhd 
out s ome t h i ng «f what la gaiag on wlthla this emigre organisation besed 
la Oecmsay. Bering the past year, m HFECLL ageat aafte an uneuocassful 
attempt to recruit AStXftSXZ. X writer mXMB, 115. Bseaase of this sweat 
•ad. because ABVS02X 11 5 was the one ASfXBSXX X lwder who had never been 
submitted to the test, AV7XBBX& 1X5 was polygraphed with so unfavorable 
results* At other times, w ben ilVUtOIL X has suggested drawing into its 
ranks individuals Warn KUBAIK considered suspect, tbs group has very 
willingly fallowed oar suggestion that snob Individuals be eattludod entirely 
from the organisation or be nil owed to take only unwitting or minor roles 
la tbs general aad aaeX aa alflad amfcl*e<Mnaaist smart.

When the Belgian government received the Soviet pro test on AKVffiOIL 1 
mailing, the Ministry of Foreign Affairs requested ABVIRGIL 1 thereafter 
to use actual rather than fictitious addresses in order that the Belgians 
could plead their inability to interfere with private correspondence* 
ABVIRGIL 1 naturally complied.
